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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

1. The numbering of claims is not in accordance with 37 CFR 1.126 which requires 
the original numbering of the claims to be preserved throughout the prosecution. 
When claims are canceled, the remaining claims must not be renumbered. When new 
claims are presented, they must be numbered consecutively beginning with the number 
next following the highest numbered claims previously presented (whether entered or 
not). 

Misnumbered claim 13 has been renumbered 12. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 
21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claim 12 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Todorobaru et 
al.. 

Todorabaru et al. teaches in figs. 3-23 a method of manufacturing a 
semiconductor device that comprises the steps of: 
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a. forming a first and second transistors on a main surface of a 
semiconductor substrate 1 with a space between each other; 

b. forming first metal silicide 35A at a surface of a source-drain of the second 
transistor with a source/ drain of the first transistor being covered by an 
insulating film; 

c. forming an interlayer insulating film covering the first and second 
transistors; 

d. forming in the interlayer insulating film 23 a first contact hole 24 reaching 
one of the source/ drain of the first transistor; 

e. forming a plug electrode 25 in the first contact hole; 

f. forming in the interlayer insulating film a second contact hole reaching 
one of the source/ drain of the second transistor; 

g. forming a second metal silicide 35B on the plug electrode; and 

h. forming a bit line BL connected via the first contact hole 24 to one of the 
source/ drain of the first transistor, and first and second interconnections 
extending into a second and a third contact holes. 

Response to Arguments 
3. Applicant's arguments with respect to claim 12 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
